The three men have been invited 
to anend the meeting this evening 
and each will be given 30 minutes 
to address the board and answer 
anv questions that the board may 
have to ask. The order in which

W'hen voting time comes, there

director required to announce his 
choice for the office. 
The salary of the new superin­ 
tendent also is expected to be 
fixed this evening. Dr. Keefauver 
receives the state-set minimum of 
$9,000 as superintendent. His suc­ 
cessor could not be paid any less 
and any additional sum will be 
up to board decision.

County Circuit Court Monday for 
sentencing on his plea of guilty to 
charges of taking $637,000 in state 
funds.
